A $30,000 parish house for the 
Presbyterian church 
of Arlington 
Heights is definitely assured. At a 
meeting of the official board, Mon­ 
day evening, a final conference on 
plans was held with the architect 
and bids for the building will be 
received within the next few weeks. 
It is the hope of the board that 
the building may be completed this 
summer. 
The tentative price of 
the building has been placed a t $30,- 
000? To thirds of that amount has 
already been pledged. 
The board 
of trustees of the church have with 
h 3 d any public announcement of 
their plans until this time. 
They 
wanted to first learn the wishes of 
the ^congregation and their willing- 
I 
ness to cooperate. Tne m atter was 
first broached to the “ Presbyterian 
membership at a church dinner the 
latter p art of February. Those 
present approved the idea and au­ 
thorized the 
solicitation of funds. 
Fledges have been taken the past 
three weeks and the size of those 
pledges have 
reached a figure, 
which justifies 
further action on

The old library board, which 
was elected by those citizens who 
subscribed to the support of the 
library the first year, m et for the 
last time last Saturday evening 
and closed the business of the 
year. All bills were ordered paid 
and the money th at was left in the 
treasury was ordered turned over 
to the village treasurer for the use 
of the new board. 
According 
to 
the 
constitution 
adopted by the library association, 
all books and other assets of the 
community 
library 
were 
turned 
over to the village which now owns 
the library and has the responsi­ 
bility for its operation. 
The new board, made up of the 
same members as served on the old 
board, was then called to order by 
President N. M. Banta. Mr. Bania 
nominated John Y. Beaty for pres­ 
ident of the board. The motion was 
seconded by Mr. Sachs and was 
carried. Mr. Sachs was then elected 
as secretary. 
Mrs. W. W. Guild then, on behalf 
of the Women’s club prsented the 
village with the books and book 
cases of the library that has been 
maintained 
by the club in the 
school building. The board accepted 
this gift and ordered the secretary 
to write a letter of appreciation to 
the club. 
A total of HOO books were re ­ 
ceived in this gift so th at Arlington 
Heights now has a library with as 
many and as wide a variety of 
books as is usually found in a vill­ 
age larger than our tow-n. The book 
committee has recently purchased 
a quantity of the latest books, so 
that anyone may now find any type 
of reading wanted. 
A new feature of the library will 
be a list of the best magazines. As 
soon as these become available, a r ­ 
rangements w-ill probably be made 
to have the library open Sunday a f­ 
ternoons as a reading room. 
The board authorized the rental 
of the 
present room 
from 
the 
Peoples State Bank. The bank has 
been rendering a real service to 
1 the community by supplying this 
room a t a very nominal rental. 
This has made it possible to spend 
more of the library money for 
books. 
Mrs. H arry Jenkinson, the pres­ 
ent librarian was reemployed.

Treasurer Harding 
Saves Much Money 
For Taxing Bodies 


A- G. Smith, village treasurer of 
I alanine reports 
th at he received 
nearly $1,000 last 
Monday from 
County Treasurer, Harding. 
This 
money is from 1926 taxes and is re­ 
ceived by the village several months 
earlier than has been accustomed 
in former years. One of H arding’s 
campaign promises 
was that he 
would not keep this tax money on 
deposit earning interest for him­ 
self and the county, but would pay 
it over to the various taxing bodies 
promptly. 
Speaking of the action 
of the treasurer, the Chicago Trib­ 
une states: 
More than $1,000,000 has been 
saved Cook county taxpayers this 
year through the system started by
